the first dity of the celebration. The weather 
was certainly perfect — just warm enough to 
make the shelter of a friendly tree or awn- 
ing occasionally desirable, but not sufficient- 
ly hot to cause distress to those whom buai- 
nees or plcaauro exposed to the sun. 

Tho town awoke yoatorday morning fully 
resolved that to pet away from itaolf waa tho 
only desirable thing in life. Thie desire it 
fully realized before tho day was over. 
Eirly in tho forenoon tho multitude already 
on the streets wore joined by a crowd of ex- 
cursionists brought from Port Angelea by 
the steamer Garland, and from Roche 
Harbor and tho American islands 
by the atoamer Harry Lynn. The 
Geo. E Starr (Captain Jackson) was another 
early arrivfal, witli all hor cipacity taxed to 
accommodttto tho lioliday-rnakors from tho 
Sound who were desirous of celebrating tho 
Queen's Birthday and tho eatabliahment of 
the now steamer connection, at one and tho 
same time. Among the pasaongors were a 
delegation of twenty-five memliora of the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce, eaohone with 
a satin badge on hie coat baaring tho legend 
The Seattle Chamber of Commeroo ot Vio- 
toria. May 24, ISO-t God Save the Queen," 
and in addition an American eagle and the 
Britiah coat of arms. These gentlemen were 
Thos.

On wheels, two and four, by paddle, oar 
and steam, afoot and on horse, they has- 
tened away to where a dropping fire of 
obeerB and an occaaional roar of applause 
told that the regatta waa in full swing. 
From the Gorge to tho city for more than a 
mile on each aide of the Arm, every avail- 
able point was covered with constantly shift- 
ing crowds. Tho sboro line and tho water, 
as tar as tho eye could reach, was a moving 
mass of craft of all sizas, shapes and de- 
acriptiona. Most of them were profusely 
decorated, and formed, with the background 
of wooded shore, bright waterv, and the gay 
costumes of the orowda on the banka, a 
acene wonderfully plotureique. Repeated 
exclamations of delight btirat from each 
freshly arriving knot of visitors as the oourae 
first came in sight. In the evening, the 
theatre and other diveraions of city life 
olaimed attention, until the tired pleasure 
seekers diaappeared from the aoene to gain 
the rest required to fit them for the excite- 
ment of the second day.

A. 1 This combination of aweot sound, tho 
club yell of tho Seattle Athletic Club, made 
yesterday ond laat evening muaioal in Vic- 
toria, in the lirat place because tho members 
of tho aaaocifttion found it good to be hero, 
and in tho second because thoy had won 
their match with the James Bays in tho 
morning. It was a win in a walk, too, but 
the Bays don't feel by any meana " sore," 
for tho game was ono of the most gentle- 
manly and harmonious over recorded in the 
history of amateur sport in this Province. 
Althongh tlie visitors had spent the 
previous night on a orotrded excar- 
sion steamer, with no obanoe for 
sleep, they pat up a remarkably strong

THE REGATTA. 



A ''TrcmfndoTis Success as Usual,'' So Say 
Ike Thonsands of Spectators. 

A perfect craze for boating seemed to 
have seized the oiiy yesterday. By ten 
o'clock the harbor was alive with small 
craft, while on the streets one met at every 
turn people on their way to the water front. 
The regatta on Viotoria Arm waa the attrac- 
tion, and that was the deatination of tho 
numerous boating partios that ono after 
another stowed uwuy in launohea, skilTa, 
canoes and outriggers, and took their way 
across tho harbor towards the Gorge. The 
boating and canoeing men were at work 
bright and early, putting the finisiiing 
touchea to their preparation for tho day, 
and by eleven a raft ot the Jamea Bay boat 
houBO was well laden with the racing craft 
in readinoas for the tug to come along and 
tow them to the scene of their triumpliB and 
roversea, with of oourao a plentiful supply of 
provisions to stock the reception tent that 
tho hospitable Jamea Baya bad pitched as 
their headquartera in which to entertain 
their viaitora. 

When everyone was ready down oatne o 
meaaago from Secretary Bogga announcing 
that tlie Sadie, which waa to tow them up 
to the oourae and waa alao to tako up the 
Mayor and other diatiogniahed porsonagea, 
was ashore. However, it did not tako long 
to press the Spinster into service, and by 
noon ehe started with the raft in tow 
and a score of amall boats trailing cloae be- 
hind. All along tho harbor front 
were small Btoamera loading up with 
passengers, and it required careful 
ateering to keep clear of the multitude of 
canoes, skiffs and launches that were all 
bound in one direction — the Gorge. Tho 
Mary Hare, that was to replace tho Sadie aa 
a conveyance for tho Mayor, fared no hotter 
than hor predecessor, for juat below Point 
Kllioo bridge she wont aground and had t^ 
wait for tho turn of tho tide. Further up, 
the Royal Arthur's pinnace, towing a long 
string of men-of-war's boats to take part in 
the naval races, stuck fast in tho mud too 
and had to wait and murmur not. 
It was nobody's fault — the tide 
happened to be remarkably low, but it soon 
roBo high enough, and everything wont well 
again. Away up at the head of tho Arm 
an immense crowd lined the banka near the 
etartor'a barge just below the bridge, while 
along tho ahoro on either side of tho course 
little groups of plcaauro aeokors dotted the 
londaoipe, while the boats were flying in all 
directions. Hero a big family group in a 
capacioas and sofo skiif, might bo seen; or 
the akiUful oarsman aweepiog throneh tbe 
water in hia light little craft. Farther on 
a young man perq)lred at the aonlla of a 
Rorgeoualy oaahioned boat, while bla lady 
fiiir leaned Imok Inxariousl^ in her com- 
fortably bnoked seat and amiled sweetly at 
his efTorta. 

Th.e weather- wos as lovely aa could be de- 
sired and the son ahone on a scene 
as picturesque oa One could wiah to see, 
Abovo tho green tree-clad sidoa of the Gorge 
tho sky spread azure blue, while tho dark 
waters of tho Arm wore bright with varied 
colors — snow white awninga, Japanese um- 
broUae, and tho holiday uttiro of tho ooou- 
pantR of the many boats. Across from tho 
atarting point a gay lino of bunting ex- 
tended, and added to the brilliancy of tho 
effect 

By the kindness of Admiral Stephenson, 
two pinnaces from the warships were , on 
hand and placed at the service of the regat 



ta committee, while a number of ofBcers 
kkodly assisted to help out tbe proceedings, 
and aoorea of jolly binejtoketa lent a willing 
hand to put out buoys, fix up ropea and do 
the mttltl'adlnoas work incidental to a re- 
eatta. ' Daring the day the prooeedirgi 
were enlivened oy tbe fine mnaio of tbe B. 
C. B. G. A. band, whieb was atationed olose 
to the starting point. 

It was wonderful, with the crowds of 
boats along the course, that there were no 
accidents. The usual annoyance WOB Oaused 
by tho thoughtless rowing slap acrosa tbe 
course when a raoe waa in progrsss, and 
half the delays in starting racea were for 
this roason, as the oourae bad to be cleared 
before a race could be sent ofT. 

The races did not commence until a quar- 
ter past two, but tho crowd were good- 
natured and amused themselves in various 
ways to pass the time, Tho only thing in 
the shape of on accident occurred some time 
before the racea began, t!lo over-turning of a 
canoe in which were two luckleas bank 
clerks clad in imnmculato flannels. Tho re- 
sult of the sudden turnover aot was tho dis- 
persion on tho waters of tho Gorge of an as- 
sorted medley of cushions, Japanese fans, 
paddles and swimmers. They were rescued 
without trouble, and seemed to have en- 
joyed tho fun as well as the apectatora. 

At tho starting barge were starters Capfc. 

D. Warren and Capt. Gaudin, with co- 
starters Commander Stokes, R. N., and 
Major Rawstorne and Lieut. Barns, R. M. 
A,, besides several other gentlemen, iuolud- 
ing Secretary Dallain, of the J B,A,A., 
who helped to make matters run along 
amoothly. 

A steam pinnace of tho Royal Arthur was 
used by the judges, who were Lieut. Niohol- 
Bon, R. N., of the Royal Arthur, and Lieut. 
Chadwick, R. N., of the Hyacinth. The 
clerks of the course, Mr. Hoyden, H. M. 
Dockyard ; and Mr. D, Cortmel, R. N., 
hod also a Royal Arthur pinnace kindly lent 
for the occasion. 

At the Citizens' reception barge, moored 
a abort distance from tbe starting point. 
Mayor Teague and tbe reception oommlttee 
dispensed hospitality to visitors from out- 
side places and tried to make them feel at 
home. The Jamea Bays also kept open 
house in a marqnie, wtcfa their well known 
hospitality. The races as a whole were an 
immense snocess, and tbe ntmoat good 
nature waa abown among the variona 
oonteatanta. The naval racea eipsdally 
proved of immense popularity, tbe tars 
entering with the greatest vim into all the 
events and they pulled splendidly. The 
Indian and Klootohmen races were capital 
and made an attractive feature of thedny. 

It may bo mentioned in passing that tiio 
police launch under Superintendent Husaoy 
was on the course during the day and 
efScers wore placed handy wliere they could 
be used if needed. The crowd was a well- 
behaved one, however, and nothing un- 
pleasant occurred during the day to mat the 
general harmony. 

TOE BACE9. 

The initial event was a thoroughly excit- 
ing one, the competitors being seven stal- 
wart orewa of Indiani, representing aa many 
localities, and two of the crows, all of which 
were of eleven members each, being from the 
United States. Tbe programme named a 
race for 30 foot canoes as the first, but for 
this the more important oonteat of 'the 40- 
foot oanoea, which stood eleventh on the 
list, waa sabstltnted. Aa tbe seven boats 
waited, lined np for the starting: signal, the 
spectators sized np tbe oontestants, and 
those in the immediate vicinity saemed to 
favor tho Saonioh eleveo, who had a newly 
painted and shapely Mtnoe, and displayed 
other auoh evidences of their consciousness 
of merit. They had the right of the course, 
and the other boata in their order were 
thoae of the Dungeness (U. S.), Nanaimo, 
Cowichan, North Saonich, Port Madiaon 
(U. S.) ond Kuper leland Indiana. Tho 
start waa a aplendid one. Tho signal shot 
had no sooner been fired than the Saanioh 
and Nanaimo crews dashed to the front, but 
their advantage was small, and th& 
seven crews passed out of sight; 
of the Btartera' barge pretty well togotiier. 
Their oourao was from the Gorge to Dead- 
man's island and return, The home stretch 
produced no excitement uctil very near the 
finish, when the Kuper Islander?, who had 
been closely following the quick paddling 
men of Saanich, by a magnificent spurt 
closed up tbe gap and secured the scant 
lead of three or four feet just at the 
finiabing line. Saanich was second and 
Nanaimo a very good third. Tbe reward — 
$5 per paddle to the first crew and $2 to 
tbe second — was immediately paid, and tbe 
appreciation of the winners was expressed 
In a fervent, *' Thank yon, gentlemen ; God 
bless you," which evidently impressed the 
Secretary. 

Tho Poterboro canoe race, single blade,

J. G. McGuigan of the Noble Five mino9, 
in Slocan district, roturnod to-day from 
Omaha, where he took 51 tons of high- 
grade ore. The returns received go to show 
that the ore wus the riohoat yet shipped in 
large quantity from the Slncin country. It, 
rau 549 ounces silver and 51 per cent. load. 

While little is hoard of the Goat river 
and Duck creek camps, the boys who have 
intereata there keep pegging away. Frank 
Fitch, Jack O'Neil and John Fritch hav« 
bonded the Presidtnt claim to a Minnoapolia 
company, and Dr. Schroeder, the company's 
representative, after looking at the com- 
pany's property, ia well autiaSed with it.

THE YUKON COUNTRY. 

I'rosppi'la Look Bright- liad Jtiiads-Itcltor 
.Means of Aci-css L'r^'cnlly Wauted- 

A gentleman in this city has just roooived 
the following fragments of a letter which 
reached him after a series of adventures, in- 
cluding forty miles in a half submerged 
canoe : 

Wilson's House, Y'nKON Portaoe, 
April 25, 1894. 
Wo left Forty-Mile City February L'.'i and 
arrived at Lake Lendman April 15. I must 
say that civilization ia rapidly advancing in 
tho great Yukon region. Forty-Mile City 
is the largest camp, and contains ninety- 
eight buildings, including miners' cabina, 
two largo stores, one musio hall, five 
saloons, ouo billiard parlor, ono tin flhop, 
two blacksmiths' shopa, two assay ollioos, 
a mission church and ono shoemaker. Pro- 
visions of all descriptions and clothing aro 
sold at very roaaonablo prices. Canadian 
rye, B. C. rum and high pressure brandy aro 
Belling at tho reduced rates of four bits a 
glass, $S a bottle, or S-'iO a gallon. This re- 
duction ia owing to ttio large quantities now 
in transit to Forty-Milo creek. 

The proapecta look bright and it ia conlid- 
ently expected that Miller creek and Brick 
creek will have the largest number of miners 
this season, on account of the richness and 
extent of the pay ground. 

In coming out I found the route from lake 
Labarge to the head of Lynn canal literally 
lined with miners. If you good people of 
Victoria could only take a glimpse at tho 
travellers aotualiy on the road you would 
say sometliinf; should be done in the road 
building line before thia country can go 
ahead as it might. 

The Chiikoot pass presents the greatest 
stumbling block on the whole route. In 
the fall and winter the suffering is at tiuea 
beyond description. We laid in stores 
enough to come out with as there ia no 
place where we can replenish and it very 
often happens that a snow storm keeps us 
back and when we arrive atjLake Lendeman 
our auppliea are generally short, then comes 
the tug-of-war. " Hero wo are partner. 
There ia tho summit. What do you think 
of tlie weather '; Can wo make it ? " My 
partner shakes hisihead. "Lot's camp at 
timber line and start at day break " Wo 
start, got two milea above timber lino whoa 
it begins blowing and snowing. Wo go 
back to timber, camp, and leave at day- 
"ight— atino day— reach abeep oamp where 
,11 .i:ir.,.„ii-'<. • * •

Meetinsr of Ohio Operators— No Sign 
of Concessions on Thaix- 
Part 

Strikers Nail Up the Eiitvauco to a 
Fit aud Bank, the 
Fires. 



CoLUMiu's, 0., May Lit.— About CO opor- 
atora of coal miuua in Ohio responded to the 
call for u State ooavention here yesterday 
afternoon. Tne oonvention was hold behind 
cloBod doora. W. P. Bonnoy, of Pitcaburg, 
representing the W. L. Scott & Co, ooil 
interests, aiid lo Digtib that tho preas ro- 
porta i\a to what wus djLo at the Pittoburg 
conference of oporutora wua not correct. No 
defioiCe Botion was taken, A. motion was 
made that not more than 69 cents per ton 
should ba paid. This whb umonded, mak- 
iDf» it notlesa than U5 ci'nts per tDn. Tlien 
the mntion waa tabled. Atour the conven- 
tion last ovenicc; it waa aimouncod that the 
opoiatora liad put the iviiuls matter so far 
ae thi Ohio opeiatora wore concerned, 
in the hands of a committoo of 
six. They profpascd to believe that 
the strike would be over in two weeks 
and mentioned Juno 5 as tho date when 
work would probably bo - roBumed, but de- 
clined to state ou what terms or whao they 
bate 1 their prediction. Reports from half 
a hundred local organizations to President 
McHtide show that the miners are still 
firm. I'rtaident, MoBride stated that or bu- 
half of the United miners ho had olTercd to 
stand any loss that operators might sutler in 
oa"e the advance in warss demanded were 
h> otred, on oontraota made since the wage 
reduotioD. This waa made directly to oper- 
ator Daarmit, of the Turtle Creek, Pa. , 
mines, who mado the faot Icnown that ho 
had thus oontraoted 350,000 tons and this 
bis oUef reason for refusing to concede 
an advanee in wages, but he refused It. 
McBride said be esumated that if his pro- 
position had been aecepted it would oost the 
United miners $200,000, 

Si-msa Vallsy, III,, May 24 —About 
200 striking ooal miners marohed to the 
works naiT hero yesterday morning and 
drove tho men from the mines. They met 
with resistance, and a battle with cluha and 
atones ensued. The strikers banked the 
fires and nailed up tho entrance to tho 
mines. A force of fifty deputica char^'ed on 
the strikers and oaptured oao of tiie ring- 
leaders. Tho mob followed the deputies to 
the jail and, after breaking down the door, 
liberated their fellow striker. It ia fcarfd 
further trouble will take place, aa boUi 
parties are la an ugly mood. 

LATRonE, I'a,, May 24. — E irly yesterday 
morning atmuc l,8Ul) of the atrikors camped 
near the Bradenvillo ooal works came to 
Latrobo and buua the barrooms were all 
crowded. As the men filled up with liquor 
they became ugly. A blacksnjith from the 
\Vhitney works, who waa under the influ- 
ence of liquor, made a remark which aroused 
their ire. He was immediately seiKtd and 
waa being dragged from town when ho was 
rescued by the Burgess and oitinna. They 
-Swore thoy would kill him, and during tho 
melee revolvera and knives were flashed to 
view. Shortly before noon Deputy Burgess 
Weaver closed all the barrooms. Every- 
thing is quiet now, most of the mob having 
returned to the camp. Superintendent 
Jonea of the Latrobe coal works has posted 
a bill advertising for new miners. If they 
can be secured he will start up in full blast 
in a few dajs. .

Chicaoo, May 24.— About ten days ago 
General Henry Ponsonby, private secretary 
to Queen Victoria, sent a cablegram from 
Windaor id Hunt's Nowa Bureau, of this 
city, categorically denying tho statements 
which had been widely circulated in Kng- 
land and transmitted to this country by 
special correspondents to the etTeot that the 
Queen's mental and physical faculties were 
becoming serioualy impaired,tbat there were 
fresh evidences daily of her loss of vitality, 
and that a cancellation of all future publlo 
and semi-public engagements would be ne- 
ccasary. Hia further statement that not- 
withstanding her advanced oge the health of 
tho venerable sovereign wua perfect ia now 
corroborated by mail advices, in which Dr. 
Sir William Clark, physician in-ordinary to 
Her Miijeaty, not only corrohorotea what 
haa been said by her private seorotary, but 
alao adds that tho atrongth and vig ir uuvni- 
fcated both by mind and body is extraor- 
dinary when her ago ia taken in connection 
with hor sei. It ia now regarded in lOng- 
land aa a race between the venerable ex 
Premier, Mr. Gladstono, and tho Sovereign, 
ua to which will preserve tlio longeat their 
vital power and grasp upon public ullaira.

The Aanns Otren to Jllay 19 to Submit, or in 
Default to Be Attacked. 

AcciCLAND, No IV Zealand, May 24 — Tho 
steamship Monowai, from Samoa May 17, 
bringa important nowa. When she Bailed a 
large proportion of tho government's army 
had been sent to tho front, and the rebels 
were massed in Atua, tho battlefield of 1888. 
A conflict between the rebels aud govern 
ment troops was then probable at any hour. 
The King, when the steamship arrived, had 
given the Aana party until May 19 in which 
to suboiit. In the event of failure to do so 
the Siivuii natives and a portion of the Tua 
masaga natives were to attack them. The 
British warship Curaoo and the German 
warships Buzz^ird and Falke wece at J^fltk. 
It was understood, however, that the com' 
manders of these vessels were without 
orders from their governments aa how to 
act in case of emergency. The attitude of 
the rebels was defiant, and it is expected an 
engagement hai been fought before now.

SAN FRANCISCO COAL MABKEf. 

J. W. Harrison writes as follows relative 
to the present condition of the San Fran- 
ciaco coal market : During tho week there 
have been the following arrivals : From the 
Northern oolleries 26,132 tona ; from Aus- 
tralia 2,i)90 tons. There arc no changea to 
nolo. The cold snap increased orders for 
houae'purposea ; for steam uaea consumption 
is about iis usual. Tho Xorlhoru mines are 
reaping a harvest tho paat sixty daya as 
their product is being aiibatituted for Aus- 
tralian and Eogllah hituminoua coal, the 
arrivala of which in tho past ninety daya 
have been only 22,,'Ul tons ; as our con- 
Euniption of those grades haa trobled that 
amount the defieit has been taken from the 
ooaat output. Tho scarcity will continue 
fully one month longer, after which the 
Australian fleet come along a little faster, 
and July will fidd us amply aupplicd. Some 
consumers imagine that tho very large num- 
ber of vessels listed from Newcastle will de- 
press prioea eventually ; thia ia improbable 
aa cargoes are otTering at prices only leaving 
about 14 J. per ton freight to the ship. 
When it ia considered what the probable 
small compensation sailini; vessels will re- 
ceive to transport our grain this incoming 
season, 14i. per ton for oarrying ooal is a 
very meagre rate. 

SALK OF MININO PROPERTIES 

Alaska Nowa : It ia currently reported 
that tho Greek Brothers have bonded their 
gold mines at Bernera Bay to a San Fran- 
cisco company, and that tho sale ia almost 
completed. This ia encouraging news, and 
from all reports there will be several other 
mining properties changing hands in the 
near future. Mining capitalista want good- 
paying and permanent gold propertiea, ond 
hence they are coming to Alaska to get 
them. Since tho crash in the silver mining 
induatry, gold mines have become double 
value. Capital ia ehy of knife-blade ledges, 
and prefer larco low grade lodea upou 
which to develop and extract the bullion. 
Juneau's vicinity is fortunate in having the 
same. This summer will witness tho advent 
of minin;; experts sent hero by capitalists 
and mining companies.

who read the English papers at all care- 
fully, see that they ohow no disposition to 
deal too leniently with the policy pa<-aued 
by either the Government) or the Oppoaltion, 
neither do they allow 'the mlatalcea and the 
weakneaaes of politloiana of either side to 
pasa unnoticed. There is nothing namby- 
pamby In their dealing with public affairs, 
and tho men who have to do with them. 
Still they do not think It proper or 
politic to apioe their political oritioiama 
with anything that can be oonatrued into 
poraonal abuae. Britieb writera were not 
alivays so careful and so sorupuloua aa they 
are now. Political diaousaion was once 
in Groat Britain as it has been 
in CADada, virulently personal, but 
the reform that baa been effected haa 
been found to be so beneficial in every way 
that any approach to the old lioense is now 
regarded by both parlies and on all subjeotB 
na little lesa than a crime. The writer 
who attempts to indulge in it flnds himaelf 
tho objoct of general disapproval, which has 
a hundred ways of making itself felt. It ia 
to be hoped that the reform which haa oqpi- 
menoed ao well in Canada will be continued 
until a publlo opinion la formed which will 
elevate aud strengthen polittoal discussion 
both in the press and in Parliament.

AMBRIOAS OBBAP LABOR. 

American journaliats aometimes allow 
tbemielvea to sneer at Canadian cheap 
labor. They attempt to make their readers 
believe that vvorkingmea aro obliged In Can- 
ada to be coDtont with starvation wages or 
to join the raoka of the nsemployed. The 
following extract from an article in the 
Outlook by Profeasor Edward Remia ahowa 
that wages which aie conaidered excessive 
in some of the States of the Union aro 
lower than are paid anywhere in the Dom- 
inion, These are the wages that miners 
were receiving when they were asked to 
accept a reduotion of one-third : 

The average wages nf the 24,323 miners In 
Illinnia were only SG.S7 a week ; of the 
19,501 Ohio minera, SC 76 ; of the 53 7«0 
biiuniinouB miners of Pennsylvania, S7 u.'5, 
and of the 70,009 anthracite men, §0 -i. 
The report for 1892 of the Ohio Bureau of 
Libor Statialius confirma thia, for it givca 
the averace weekly earnincja in 1H92 in that 
State aa SG 07. In moat States wagea over- 
side ubout $2 a day, when the men have 
work, but thia is nsnally not over 200 daya 
in the year. 

We truat that aftertbia wewill.seenothing 
in the Sound papers about the low wages 
thatboal miners in British Columbia receive. 
If miners in this Province were paid at the 
same rates as are those of Illinois, Ohio 
and Pennaylvania there would bo some 
reason in the oonrtplaint of bsvirg to com 
pete afjatnat men who are inadequately paid 



ON THE RIGHT TRACK. 

The Toronto Globe has taken to now and 
batter waya. It aeea the evila of journalls 
tic ruffianism even iu election timce, and 
wanta to have "a decent campaign." 
Addressing the Liberal newspapers It says : 
" Nor can the Liberal cause bo aerved by 
bitter pursuit of Mr. Meredith — tho Con 
servatlve leader in Ontario. The Loader of 
the Opposition is a good citizen, enjoying 
and deaorving the respect and good-will of 
his neighbors." The Globe, in short, 
puts in a atrong plea for decency, 
and it is to be hoped that ita 
advice will bo followed. " Lot ua not," 
it says, " make it our business to drive 
sensitive and aelf'reapeoting men out of 
polities. Let there be no degradation of 
the platform and no abuae of tbe freedom of 
the press. Let ua keep our heada cool and 
show that, even in tho heat of tho eonteat, 
we can observe the decencies of debate." 

The Globe does not plead for forbearance 
in expoalng the guilt and the miadoingg of 
publio men in any capacity, but it desires 
that the Liberal press wiii treat 
the public men of the Opposition 
as they wish the Conservative press 
to treat the supporters of the 
Government. There ia nothing weakly 
sentimental in thia; the golden rule ia quito 
as applicable to men engaged in political 
diaonaaion as it ia to men in the oondaot of 
their private affaire. Xbe Globe haa found 
that frequent violations of this rule have 
hurt rather than helped tho Liberal cauao 
in the past, and it seems to beleive that it 
would be good policy aa well aa aound 
morality to aut upon it in the present cam- 
paign. 

The example of the beat newapapera of 
Great Britain should be followed by the 
beat newspapers in Canada. Criticism and 
comment are in tho Old Country 
-juite sharp and. severe enough, but 
the writera for the press there know how to 



" THW VELOGIPEDE." 

Tlio way in which " volooipodes " have 
grown into favor is really wonderful. Mon 
who Oiunot with any approach to pro- 
priety be cikUed old, can remember when the 
machine was a curiosity, and favored only 
by a fow persona v/ho were regarded by 
their frionda and acquaintanoea with 
amused tolorauce. Othera loss charitable 
and less liberal stigmatized them as cranks, 
and denounced the velocipede as a contriv- 
ance that only foola would ride. Bnt it haa 
outlived prejudice. It is not reoog- 
nizod by its original name. It has become 
the cycle, the bicycle, and the tricycle. It 
has ceased to ha an expensive toy and be- 
come an article of use and ovon of neueflslty 
to persons of many occupations. A writer 
in the Fortnightly Review fnr May, on 
" Cycling and Cycles," says ; " At the pre- 
sent time we atand in a period of transition 
between these phaaca (luxury and necessity). 
The value cf tho nycio as a moans of prac- 
tical locomotion, C|uito apart frcm the plea- 
sure it affords, is beoomir^ every day more 
apparent, and it is probable that tho near 
future will see every healthy man, %voman 
and child equipped with a bicycle, as much 
a matter of course as with a pair of boots." 

The number of oyolea that are made will 
give tho ronderlaonie idea of their popularity 
and of the extent to which they are used. 
At the two great JSaglish cycle exbibitiar.a 
of 1893 some two hundred and thirty-five 
niakers were repreaented, with ezhibita of 
two thousand seven hundred and fifty 
machines. 

Tho bicycle ia comirg into general uso not 
in Gfoat Britain aluno. It is exceedingly 
popular in France, and is now cxten' 
sively used in Germany, Italy and 
other Continental oonntriea of Europe. 
The Americana are taking to it, 
and there are more bicycles imported 
into Canada than moat people have any idea 
of. A paper which wo have just opened 
informa ua that there were thia year entered 
into tho Cuatom Houae of Toronto alone 
bioyclca to tbe value of §225,000. 

It is pleasant to ses that the bicycloa 
made in England row aro all good. Our 
informant anya " competition ie so keen aud 
worUmuuship so tine that between the nja- 
chinea of first olasa makera there seems now 
very little to chooeo. If a purchaser goea to 
one of the great houaes — and ho would be 
foollah to go to any other — he may feel sure 
of getting a firat rato article. We have be- 
fore us as we write the elaborately got-up 
catalogues of half a dozen principal manu- 
facturers, ahowinnacorea of splendid bioyelea 
varying only In oompaialively trivial de- 
tails." 

We are not left in ignoranoa as to the 
weight and the coat of bicyolea. They are 
now made astoaiabingly light. "Modem 

practice rules th^t tho weight of a machine 
for road riding should bo from ouetif.h to 
oao quarter of the weight of tho rider, in no 
oise exeeeding the latter figure." A bicyulo 
for a man weighing between 155 and 
100 pounds ahoald be between 35 and 
40 pounds. Racera are considerably lighter, 
track racers weighing from 20 to 27 
pounds, aud road racers from 28 to ;)S 
poundb. Tiien, as to coat, " a Qrat clans 
hicyolo with occeaaoriea coata from 
£18 to an nett, and might bo sold to show 
a very reaaonable profit at £16." According 
to this the highest priced bioyelea coat no 
more than $120 in England, and a high class 
one can bo bad for S90, and ought not to cost 
more than $75. A bicyole of undoubted 
Boundneaa and worth ie, by one English 
maker, sold for §60. 

Cycle riding haa become almost a profes- 
sion in Great Britain. Men are employed 
by the great manufaotnring houaes at good 
ealariea to ride bioyelea at ezhibitiona and 
other public gatherings. These profession, 
als are of course able to make better time 
than tho best amateurs. It appears that tbe 
boat cyoliata can go over a mile 
course very nearly as fast aa the 
most famous of the trotting horses 
or the best of the skaters. In Ootober, 
1893, A. \V. Harris on a safety rode a mile 
at Herne Hill in 2 min. 4 1.5 sec, and in 
America last December Dlrnberger ia 
credited with 1 min. 51 aeo. for tho same 
distance, but had a flying start. The best 
skating junder the most favorable oiroum- 
atanoea was one mile in 2 min. 12} sec, and 
tho best trotting in 2 min. 4 sec. Tho 
boat time for an amateur was 2 min. 28 seo. 

Some of tho long distance records are very 
remarkable. Ten miles wore ridden by 
Attleo in 27 min. 55 1-5 sec, while tho siknie 



distance was ooveit«)d-.b]r, -Stocks In 23 min. 
30 sec., and by E. Strond on a tricycle in 
26 min. 24 2-5 see. A'dams rode fifty 
miles in 2 boura 33 min. 27 2 5 seo.; Stocks, 
Id 2 hours 5 min. 45 4 5 see., and Bidlako, on 
a tricycle, in 2 houra 32 min. 22 sec. " The 
greatest number of milea ridden in an hour 
on an ordinary bioyole were 21 and 180 
yards. Thia was done by Attler. On a 
safety, 25 milea 690 yards by Stocks, and on 
a tricycle, 22 miles 640 yards, by Bowen. 
But on September 15, 1893, L. S. Meintjes 
made a world's roeordi on an American 
track, with 29 milea 107 yards in an hour." 

Oyolists, however, do not always race on 
tracks. They aometimea malce long jour- 
neys in a wonderfully short space of time. L. 
Fletcher rode from Lands End to John 
O'Groat's, the whole length of the island of 
Great Britain, 801 miles, in 3 days, 23 hours, 
55 min. G. P. Mills, however, did better ; he 
made the same journey, and presumably 
over the same roada, in 3 daya, 16 hours, 
47 minutes. Better records than these have 
been make on tracks. 

Cycliata, like anowahoera, are gregarious. 
Thoy aro addicted to forming clubs and 
wandering through the country In crowds, 
but the writer from whom we have drawn 
our information doea not favor thia prac- 
tice. The oycio is, no doubt, bound to be- 
come an institution iu every civilized 
country, and although it has been Improved 
wonderfully In Its oonatruction in a short 
time, it ia no doubt oupablo of further Im- 
provement.

lUPEBIAL PABIIAMBNT. 

Treatment of Canadian Crofter Settlements 
—Proposed Division of Budget 
Bill. 

LoKDoy, May 24. — In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Galloway Weir questioned 
the Government as to the oomplainta that 
the Bgont of the Imperial colonization board 

had treated unjustly the crofters of 
Alexander Young's Canadian aettlomonts. 
Sir Gaorge Otto Trevolyan, secretary 
for Scotland, replied |that tho board's agent 
had discharged his duties satisfactorily and 
that tho Governmnnt had found tho com- 
Dlttinta againab him ungrounded. He also 
justified in detail bho agent's policy, 

Sir John Lubbock, Liberal Unionist for 
London University, moved that the budget 
committee bo inatruoted to divide tho bill in 
two parts. He contended thot it was con- 
trary to precedent to unite in tho 
same measure provisions dealing with 
the revenue and tho national debt 

Sir William Harcourt, chancellor of tho 
exchequer, opposed the motion. Ho held 
that precedent justified the amalgamation 
of tho financial proposals. Such an amalga- 
mation was neooaaary, ho said, to keep tho 
finances of tho Government completely 
within the control of tho House of Com- 
mons. 

The division of the bill would also mean a 
great waste of time. Sir John Lubbock's 
motion was defeated by a vote of 161 to 121.

day, said he dii not look for anything of 
tho aort. 

The garden party this afternoon and tho 
state dinner to-nii;ht wore among tho moat 
largely attended tunotiona of tho aort held 
at Hideau Hall under the present regime.

New Tabernacle. 
New Yobk, May 24.— "There is a pos-

Speeches by the Nominee and Hon. J. 
H. Tui-uer, Fiuaiice Mia- 
Ister, 



Vancodveu, May •21.— The convention of 
Government supporters in Biohmond, hold 
in this city on Taeeday, was presided over 
by Mr. J. C. Keith, roovo^of North Vnnoou. 
vor, Mr. l<"rod. Hchoiield aoticg as aecro- 
tary. After Boine disousaion and the uauul 
formaiitiea, Mr. C. S. Douglas, as already 
annouDced, was selected aa the oandidato. 
He briefly returned thanliB for the high 
honor conforred upon him, asking all pro- 
Bent to accord Iiim u cordial support, aa in 
doing 80 they wore aiding the cause of good 
government and the prosperity of the coun- 
try. The candidate as well as his remarks 
was received with the heartiest applause. 

Hon. Mr Turner was then introdaced by 
the chaiiman, and in rising to address the 
meeting was received with loud applause. 
Ho was pleased to bo present with them on 
this auspioiouB oceaaion and could not but 
congratulate tho meeting and all present 
upon the perfect system and method they 
were pursuing. He was partioulorly pleasnd 
with the Boleation made in the perroa 
of Mr. Douglas, whoevidently wasune'oquent 
fts well us logical speaker and was diii-tim^ci 
to make hia mark in tlie Legislature, lii ihx 
last House there was one purBon who w^is iin 
incessant talker, In fact hu talked to such 
an extent that it became evident that he 
talked for tho sake of hearing his own 
voice, even if he knew nothing whatever 
of the subject under discussion. Happily 
for the Aeaembly and the country, thatc;en- 
tleman has retired into private life. What 
was needed in the House was men of 
good business capabilities, sound common 
sense and practical ideas. In coming 
over to the Mainland he had picked up 
a newspaper in which ho fouud an ad- 
dress delivered by Mr. J. C. Brown at 
New Westminater, in which that gentleman 
grossly distorted the trntb and made state- 
mentfl which neither he nor any one else in 
hia behalf oould aubatantiatet Mr. Brown, 
he regretted to say, knew very little of the 
Boience of tiaancint( or methods of correct 
bookkeeping. Were it otherwise, thb asser- 
tions he bad made in the Honia would not 
have been uttered. Mr. Brown, in epeukiog 
of the debt of tho Province, attempted to 
show that ony statement respecting th 3 do- 
creased coat of the public debt was incorrect : 
that its'.ead of costing acme -l^ per 
cent, it really cost 1 1 percent. The way in 
which Mr. Brown works up this atute- 
mint is Bomowhat extraordinary. He 
srid thit during tho last five years the 
amount voted to pay for public debta was 
Sl,109,2.'il, and that this sum. divided by 
five, gaveS"'- 000 a year, or 11 per cent, on 
a debt of $2,000,000 I will say at once that 
this statement of Mr. Brown's is false. 
(Applause ) I at once point to one item, 
which he takes aa an exponse, of the debt, 
which is in reality money received by tho 
Province, He makes the stupid blunder of 
taking the accrued interest which the Prov- 
ince receivea on the investment of the sink- 
iig funds, and calling it expenditure. 
(Liughter ) He made the same niia- 
cake during tho last session in 
one of hia wonderful wandering 
speeches in the Houce — when he 
always spoke on every subject that came 
up, whether he understood it or not— and 
the less be understood of the subject the 
more he said on it. (Luughter. ) 1 called 
his attention to his error then, an error 
wiiicb a sohool boy would not make ; bo be 
has not the i xsnse to make (hat hia state- 
ment was an oversight. This amount 
which he charges against some cost of debt 
Is some $-19,333, which was received by the 
. province as interest on the sinking fund in 
London during the last five years, and de- 
posited in London with the trustees again 
on interest. This at once makes a dif- 
ference of nearly §50.000, of course a very 
Boiall matter for Mr. Brown, when he 
wanted to concoct a statement of the 
kind he then made. Now I will give the 
uv,.ual figures ua shown in the public 
accounts in the laat five years, in connection 
with the public debt. Tbeso amounted to 
$1,081,005, but this sum includea tho ft!), 
'333 of interest received on account of eink- 
ing fund, which I have already said was re- 
deposited with the trustees ; and in addi- 
tion to this there is also included tho 
amount tf discount in the last loan, which 
Mr. Brown also calls an expenditure, but 
which is simply a statement of the liability 
of the Province. The first loan sold at 80 ; 
that is for every $100 we received $86, but 
we mode ourselves liable for $100, but this 
$100 is not dae for 60 years. (Applause. ) 
Although we receive only $8S we pay in- 
terest at 3 per cent, on $100, whioh is equal 
to something under per cent, on the oash 
we really get. and we bind the Province to 
pay back S8U and $14 additional in 50 
years. Adding this $14, whioh I term 
bonus, to the interest makes tho rate about 
3)i per cent. But the way we pay off tho 
whole debt, that is tho g80 and the $14 
bonus, or $100, is by depositing $1 a year as 
a sinking fund at intorcat, and thia annually 
pays off tho $100 in about 48 years. Thua 
the loan coats for interest and repayment 
of principal about 4^ per cent. Now it ia 
very evident from this that tho discount 
from par is not an expense incurred on 
tho loan and paid out during tho last few 
y"ara. I have shown that we pay thia 
off at tho rate of $1 a year for 50 years, 
therefore if it ie right to consider it an 
expense at all it would have to be di- 
vided by two, and tho half, that ia $50, 
spread over 50 years. Now the gross 
amount of thia discount, which Mr. Brown 
charges against the four years, ia 8190,861, 
and as I have before said, this sum is only 
equal to $95,430, or $1 a year for $50 years 
pays it all, (Cheers.) That ia an expense of 
Ifiss than $2,000 a ynar. Deducting 
this amount and tho $49,333, which 
)b actually a receipt instead of 
an expenditure, it leaves the an- 
nual coat at about $170,000 on the gross 
debt of $3,562,000, or Bomotbing under 5 
per cent. Now tlie dishonesty of Mr. 
Brown's methods of caloulatioa ia empha- 
sized by the manner in which he speaks of 
the total debt. In the Hoose, when be 
wanted to show how t'xtravagant the Gov- 
ernment had been, he talked of the debt as 
being near $4,000,000, but now, in order to 
make out that the rate of interest and ex- 
penses paid out by the Province are txooa- 
Hive, he fays tho debt ia $2,000,000 and not 
$-l,0(X),00O, this ia in order to show that the 
expenses were 11 per cent. , though ho hi.d 
only to lo )lc at tho balance sheet 
to see that the gross debt is as 
I have before stated. Ho must 
know thatwo continue to pay interest on the

gross amount until the teirmiiiation of the 
loan, bicbough we have-on "hand a large 
amount of sinking fund, whioh'rednces tbe 
grosB debt to a net debt of $2, ISOi 171. On tbe 
other hand we are reoetvinfi interest of abbu' 
4 per cent, on the sinkiog fund, and it is the 
re-investtnout of thia interest which Mr. 
Brown mistakes for txpenditure. I have 
shown that the debt, instead of costing 11 
per cent., costs under 5 per cent Some 
years ago, however, before our new method 
of iuBcribiiig stock was iutroducod, the 
loans for ialareut and aiuking fund 
did re dly coat aome 8 to !) per cent,, and 
this jireatnt avera^o of about 5 per con', 
will bo ateadily reduced as ccnversion of tho 
old loans prcgreeaes. (Applause.) If we take 
the new loans, that ia tho whole of tho three 
per cent,, including the part of the old loans 
converted, it amounts to $2,782,000. Oa 
thia aura the total chargoa aa voted f jr 1894 
are $1 i;i,247. This ia just over four per 
cent , and includes interest, exncneea and 
sinking fund. So for four per cent, wo liavo 
the UBo of the money and repaj' the prin- 
cipal. (Applause ) Wo are really saving 
now aoino $12,000 a year under the new 
plan, and wn have tor tho use of the Pro- 
vince Bonio $130,000 of sinking fund that is 
lying in London on account of tho old loans, 
but which will be released by conversion, 
Hon. Mr, Turner wont on to doaaribo the 
steps which led to tho converaion of tho 
bonds of the province. While four years 
ago, when Canada and Australia were not 
successful with their loans, the B. C. 3 per 
cent, loan was iaaued at 86, extending over 
a period of fifty yeara. Tho credit of any 
country is jiulgpd by the value of ita bonds, 
and as th(i«o "f Briiisb Columbia had in- 
creased (rum SO to 92^, it showed the high 
notch rho securities of ihia province had at- 
tained in tho leading money market of the 
world By tbe conversion of the debt, as 
had shown, an enormous saving had been 
I ir< cted to the piovionn. Some nf tho loans 
i"8Uud years ago bore 7, and A\ per cent. 
I!v ilie ciinveraion phiu the avcmno did not 
exceed 4.J{ per cent., including sinking fund. 
In view of the fact that monfy is so 
abundant in London, it is quite probable, 
3 per cent, loans cou'd be sold at 92. 
Everything considered, he thought the 
country should be congratulated upon the 
eicoll-r'n showing it was making, and the 
oQviablo position it occupied in tho nione- 
t iry centre of the globe. (Applause.) The 
Finance Minister reviewed at length the 
general policy of tho Government, proving 
inclusively that tho statements made by 
the opposition regarding the Nakusp Rail- 
way are entirely wrong, the plan adopted 
being in the best interestB of tho country. 
He went on to say that he was not a poli- 
tician in tho true sense of the word. His 
ideas riu into financial and agricultural 
problema, and aa ho was getting up in 
years he would leave the hard work cf 
actual legislation in the hands of such 
men aa had been chosen by them 
that afternoon. He would support all 
liberal measures, looking to the opening up 
of tho mineral, agricultural and lumbering 
industries of the province. He favored the 
policy of bringing cheap money into the 
country for its development. Care, however, 
would have to be exorcised, 03 regards tho 
manner in which it was to be expended and 
the parties to whom it should be extended, 
Businens was in a depressed oondi'ion 
here, but this was a condition of stTiirs 
which prevailed to a greater ixcent 
elEOwhere. He believed the hard times 
period was about spent and that the silver 
liaicg in the cloiid was already diecernible. 
The Government of which he was a mem- 
ber was doing iti best for all aeotlons in 
the hope that bueioess would be kept mov- 
ing and employment given to all classes of 
the community. Ha hop<d that on election 
day every man would do his whole duty by 
voting for tbe men who had pledged them- 
selves to support the Government, which 
was alive to the heavy responsibilities with 
which it was entrusted. Prolonged ap- 
plause followed aa the hon. gentleman re- 
sumed bis teat. 



TOKIO Y. M. C. A. 

An luitrease of Missionary Force— How tlie 
Work Is Being Done— Dedlaitlon 
of Their New Hall. 

AOYAMA, Tokio, May 9. — As Japan has 
been brought so near to Victoria, and as 
many readers of the Colonist are inter- 
ested in V, M. C, A, work, an account of 
the opening of the Y. M. C. A. building of 
Tokio, may not be an intrusion. 

For some years the college department of 
tho Y. M. C. A. of America has bad its 
agents in Japan : Mr. Swift, of Vale, and 
Mr. Miller, of Cornell, both superior men. 
They have been successful in organizing 
associations in connection with schools of 
advanced grade in most of tbe large towns 
of Japan, They have also induced a num- 
ber of Christian men to come to Japan and 
teach in government schools, and thus have 
really increased the missionary force. 

The centre of their work has been Tokio. 
From all parts of tho Empire, young men 
flock by tens of thousanda to tho (chool of 
the capital. They seem to think that all 
the wisdom of all fho wise men of tho East 
is in the very air of " the great green city " 
of Tokio. 

The buildingusedthusfar iesmall,poor and 
altogether inadequate to so largo an under- 
taking ; but now tho association has entered 
quarters auQicientIv commodious and impos- 
ing for any city. They are in tbe heart of 
this great city of more than a million, near 
to the Latin quarter, and also near to ex- 
tensive business areas. 

There are two buildings of brick of two 
storeys each, and so near each other as to be 
joined by covered passages. In this earth- 
quako-ehaken and fire-swept region that is a 
much wiaer method of oonstrnction than to 
hivo four or five stories. 

On Saturday last tho dififerent apart- 
ments were open for inspection, and from 2 
to 5 o'olooh dedicatory exercises were held 
in the p^bUo.haU, one of the two buildings. 
This hall, which seats about 800, was well 
filled by a representative gathering of the 
Christian young men of tbe city, a most iu- 
spiring eight thht will not soon be forgotten 
— promise of the coming of the Kingdom of 
Huaven in this land. 

One-half of the expense of the buildings, 
which have coat $10,000 gold, was borne by 
a gentlemen ot the United Statea 
It ia morally beautiful, rising to tho eublimo 
— thia benevolence of tho West towarda 
the people of the ICiat; and an offering made 
in 80 pure and humble a spirit aa thia was 
cannot but, in widening influence, continue 
to bo made a bleaaing until tlie new Tokio, 
the holy ciiy, shall have come down out of 
heaven from (Jod, 

Certainly tho only sensible reason for 
making money beyond our own needs is that 
by it wo may muke'the world a little better 
or even a little more comfortable. Any one 
might wish to be a money mokcr with that 
end in view, but heavon have mercy upon 
the poor soul that hoards for himself and 
his. Aa tho Persian Saadi has said: 

" H'or that nnbapoy mortal pray

MEETING AT MOODYVILLE. 



■tratheriDfr of Opposition Supporters 
Captineil by tlie Arguments of 
Ministerial Candidates- 



Interesting: Speeclies l)y Messrs. 
low and Douglas on Issues 
of the Day.

VASCOUVJiTi, May 24 — The Opposition 
held a meetiug at Moodyvillo last ovoning. 
'!Ehey invited Moears. Douglaa and Tatlow 
to attend, with iho result that these gentle- 
men captured the meeting, ably exposing 
the sophistry of the Opposition speakers. 

Mr. Ktdd, who opened the meeting, re- 
ferred to the land policy not only of the 
praaent Government but of all Governments 
preceding it as being wrong. • Ho deplored 
the new parliament building expondituro, 
and further deolurod that the Provinco was 
finding the whole of the ctipitul to build the 
NaUuap & Slooan railway. 

Mr. Dougl s received an ovation on rising 
to hia feet. Ho ridiculed the idea of an ad- 
ministration headed by Mesara. Cotton and 
Beaven, and declared that Mr, Kidd'a im- 
peachment of the paac land policy 
■ of the British ColumbiafgovornineLt prao- 
tioally condenuiod Air. Buavou ^ ua 
one of the loadorB whom he — Mr. Kidd 
— DOW proposed to follow. Mr. Douglas de- 
fended the sale of land in the past on the 
ground that at the time actual aottlora wore 
few and it was nocoaaory for British Col- 
umbia governments to obtain revenue. Ho, 
however, contended that the prooent Gov- 
eminents had adapted its policy in thia ro- 
apeot to the requiremente of the time, land 
being now sold to actual sottlora. He ad- 
mitted thai! at the time ho had objected to 
the expenditure on parliament buildings 
mainly on the ground that he would have 
preferred to see them located on the Main- 
land, in Vanoonver. That, howevir, war, 
be considered, a dead isaue, and one that 
should be largely dismissed from oalonla- 
tiona at this present. 

Mr. Douglas then went into the Nakusp 
& Slocan Railway matter and oontended 
that the report of the Royal Commission 
vindicktcd the action of the government. 
He eaid that the second agreement with the 
Nakusp & Slocm Railway Company was as 
the Roy^l CoiiimieaioQ had afiirmod, better 
than the tiret, which Mr. Sword and other 
mombora of the opposition had approvpd. 

Mr. Sword said that thi Jdrst bill of 1893 
had been brought in at the last day of the 
session, and might not therefore, have 
received as careful criticism as it ought 
have (Inne from the opposition, but ia act- 
ing under that bill Mr. Divio had e.xooeded 
the power conferred by tho Legialature. He 
pointed out that Mr. Dtkvie guaranteed 
SCj.OOD a mile in bonds, notwithsianding 
that one tender had been received to build 
the line for f'iO.OOO per mile and oontended 
that tho Government were blameworthy in 
not seeioe that tenders had been called for 
properly and on suoh terms that bona fido 
contraotors could tender for the work. Ab 
to the Royal ConimiBsion, Mr. Forster's 
statement wus that the circumstances wero 
very suspicious and without any disrespect 
to the gentlemen comprising that commis- 
sion Mr. Sword thought that the country 
would not endorse their verdict aa justified 
by the evidence. Mr. Sword said with re- 
spect to the Government loan conversion 
that the saving claimed by Mr. Turner had 
been obtained at the expense o/'an exten> 
sion of the term during which the payment 
was to be contiDQed. > 

Capt. Tatlow, who was warmly applaud- 
ed, contended that the Government in car- 
rying out the Nakuap & Slocan railway 
policy, were opening up more valuable min- 
ing countries, just in the manner previously 
suggested by Mr. Cotton in various atrong 
editoftal uttorancos. He also defended tho 
Parliamentary buildings as not being eo 
large a charge to the country as contended 
by the Oppoaition, although he admitted 
that at the time the proposals were first put 
forward he was amongst the stroDgest ob- 
jectors thereto. He then alluded to tho 
close connection of Vancouver, which he 
honed to represent shortly with tho t iding 
of Richmond, and hoped that the electors 
Would support the claims of his friend Mr. 
Dooglaa, whom he know to bo u moat capa- 
ble man. (Applauae.) 

Ocber speakers followed, and many con- 
verts were made to the Government cause. 



UellclouK Crnnh and Ills Answerer. 

MoNTESANo, May 21. — At yesterday's 
session of the Tacoma district of the Ep- 
worth League Dr. Moore, the prcoiding 
elder, opened the discuaaion of tho subject: 
" Is Roinr.niem Compatible With Free In- 
stitutiona He took a decided position 
that it was not, and maintained that the 
Pope was determined to supervise things 
political as well as ecclesiastical, and that 
in order to do so he v;ob trying to break 
down or rather to get control of tho free 
school systoiii cf tho United Slates so that 
he could turn out " Roman citizens " in- 
stead of American citizens, thus making 
free institutions impossible. Ho was gener- 
ally sustained in the discussion that fol- 
lowed. A. J. Joslyn called attention to the 
denominational zsal. Intense loyalty and tho 
fine system of hospitals maintained by the 
Bomanists, and urged Methodists to learn 
a lesson therefrom. 

rrrHliy'lcrlan Vttlon. 
Sakatoi^a, May 24. — At the general 
assembly yesterday the report of the regular 
committee on theologfoal seminaries was 

made the aeocnd order tor Friday afternoon. 
It is expected thia report will open up a 
sharp controvereery in connection with tho 
Lane seminary, which aaka to be restored to 
full approval and confidence. Rev. Dr. 
Markland, of Maryland, reijrcaontalivo of 
tho Presbyterian alliance and minister of 
the Southern Presbyterian church, expresaod 
the hope that tho time would soon come 
when tho eflort to bring back tho Southern 
church like a daughter to lier mother's 
bosom would be crowned with sucoeaa. In 
replying the moderator charged Dr. Mark- 
land to take b'»ck to hia church tho special 
message that the Northern church was long- 
ing to be one again with the Southern, 
adding ; " It is a crime for us to be separat- 
ed any longer."

Interesting Career of JlissC. II. Spenco, One 
of Auntnilia'fi I'amoos Woiiicii. 

Miss C. II. Speuce, tho famous elec- 
toral reformer of Australia, who ra- 
cGutly loft for Eiiglaud after amosfc buo- 
ccssful tour of America, la a veryro- 
markable •woman. She is conceded by 
tho Australian pross and public to bo one 
of tho liriiiiicst members of hursoxintliQ 
nutii:odes, and for many years hor namo 
has beeu prominently identified with 
literary, philanthropic, educational and 
electoral refoi-m work throaghont the 
world. Hor entire life has been devoted 
to the social and political improvement 
of tho Immau race, and although slio has 
traveled all over tho world imd labored 
incessantly for tho public good she is 
still a vigorous woman at 08 years of 
ago and tipparently has many moro 
years of usefulness before her. Despite 
her somewhat advanced ago slio h;is nev- 
er felt tho need of glasses and reads fine 
newspaper print as easily as a miss of 
1 ij. . Hor bruin is a.s keen as Iter sight, 
and at 88 she is still as ardent a cham- 
])ion of hor favorite tlieorj- of equal or 
proportional rejjresentation us she was 
:i 1 years ago, when tho subject first en- 
gaged her serious atteutiou. 

iSIi.ss Spence camo to America last 
May to attend tho international charities 
conferciico at Chicago as a delegate from 
South Australia and Vietovia, and in 
.luno delivered able and interesting ad- 
(h'e.ssos on the care of deiiendent children 
and on poor law relief in Australia at 
tho Art palace. Afti,'r a short visit to 
Canada she retuvoed to Chicago and 
read a paper on the duties of a citizen in 
tho public schools before tho educational 
congress. She also took a prominent part 





in the sufl'ruge ;ind the proportional rep- 
resentation congresses and spoke at the 
peace, the hibur, the social and tho eco- 
nomic congresses. 

She also spoke twice in tho Woman's 
building at tho World's fair and had 
Rev. Jenkiu Lloyd Jones' pulpit to ex- 
plain Australian methods and aspira- 
tions, especially in regard to dependent 
children. Since her last apjiearanco at 
tho World's fair she lias devoted her 
tinio to lecturing on clector.al reform, 
and during her stay in America lia.s de- 
livered 100 addresses on this and kindred 
subjects before large audii lu'es in impor- 
tant cities and towns throughout tho 
eountiT.'. 

Her strong advocacy of (■qnitablo clec- 
tuial representation ha.s made an im- 
inession upon thinking minds in Amer- 
ica that will donbtle.<s prove as lasting 
as it. is vivid, and that may lead to the 
reform slui so urgently desires. She 
liopes, too, tluit tlio public mind of 
America iaawokeniug to the moral, phys- 
ical and economic advantages of giving 
liomcs to cliildren (le]ieiident upon pub- 
lic charity. Who b(dieves that institn- 
tious, no matter how palatial, aro most 
unsuitablo for the right development of 
till! faculties and conscience of a child, 
a development that can only bo acquired 
in tho liomo. 

Before she returns to her home in 
AtUd.aide, Atistralia, slu! hopes to seo the 
four Swiss cantons which aro really 
deinoeratic republics in that their repre- 
sent at ion is of tliowholo people and not 
of the majority of tlio iieople. 

Miss S])iMic(,' was born in ISIelrose, 
Scotland, and went to Australia in IS^'J. 
She lia.s written for newspapers and 
magazines for nearly 40 years and is tho 
autlun- of Kovoral popular novels and a 
primer on pi ill tics and pi )1 it leal economy.

Tho feel is rather 
harsh iind wiry, ;uid I ho ground is of 
white or very light wool crossed by 
hea\'y cords of .silk in some contrasting 
color.s. One might bo blue, tlie other 
brown or black ami jiiuk and perhaps 
two shades of <mo color. Tho silk and 
mixed grenadines in colors aro made up 
over sillt in somo contrasting color, like 
tho pean do chovro. 

Tho Japanese anil Cliineso crcpos have 
always been expensive, as fhey woro 
made of the finest anil best of all the silk 
fibers, and so eoiiiiiaratively few could 
allord to liavo all tliey wanted of this 
exquisite stuft". Now they have succeed- 
ed in getting a mixture of soa island 
cotton titid silk which is (juito as pretty 
as tho all silk crapes, and this reduces 
tlioui to one-half tho price, and, hotter 
still, these aro washable. They aro 
made up over light silk or the peroaline 
wliich is used for lining purx)oses to 
a great extent — in fact, this i>ercaIino 
looks almost like silk. 

This season's batistes and silk ging- 
liaiiis have nearly half their texture niiido 
of silk waste, so that they aro as pretty 
as real silk would bo, with the added 
value of being washable. Striped ging- 
hams and other striped goods are novv' 
being mado into waists to wear ov(>r 
skirts of other color or material. These 
waists have a very dressy effect, thougli 
eufirely plain, on account of tho arrange- 
ment of tho strijies. Tliey aro intended 
for home, and ^ood dressers will not 
wear them elsewhere. They must lit 
perfectly, and every stripe must be 
brought to meet its neighbor in an exaot 
point.

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WaBBBA.8. In aoeotdance vrlth the provl* 
Bions of the Munlolpal Act, 1SS2, and amenda. 
tory Acts thereto, the CoanotI la«mpowered to 
make, alter and topeal bi'lawa inter alia to 
license, regtilate and govern hawkers and pod- 
dlors ia such manner oa may bo doomed ex- 
pedient.

Tho Jamea 
Bays drew steadily away os they passed 
through the Narrows, and amid tremendous 
applause tho old reliable " Dan " sot the 
strong steady stroke which brought them 
across tho lino the proud winnera once again 
of an honor envied by every oarsman in the 
ProviQCO. 

The twelve oared outtcruaval race brought 
out three boots — Royal Arthur atokera.

Away they went with a ru'ih, tho coxwaina 
bending forward and urging on their men 
with voice and gesture.

Arthur tirat gig and second gig. Tho race 
was a capital one, but unfortunately the first 
and second gigs fouled and tho second gig lost 
its tiller and dropped out, whan it had afino 
chance of winning but for ita mishap. 
Then the Royal Arthur whaler took the 
lead and turned the island first with the 
Hyacinth second, and first gig third, and in 
this order they finished.
